REDUCES COST OF 
LWING. IN CAMDEN 


PHILADELPHIA—A big slice has been 
taken off the high cest of living in Cam- 
den by the action of the city council in 
establishing a curb market for the ben- 
‘efit of housewives, who no longer have 
|to pay the profits of the middleman and 
| who get their fislf fresh from the sea 
and their vegetables fresh from ” 
sandy scil of the Rew Jersey farms, says 
ithe North Amer . President Hewitt 
of the council started the movement. 

| The curb market. at the triangle, 
‘\Fitth and Mickle streets,.is the busiest 
place in Camden on Tuesday, Friday and 
Saturday mornings, when the big, creak- 
ing wagons pull up laden with fresh 
fruits and vegetables, and when the 
fishermen set up their scales and lay out 
their finny treasures, and when every- 
thing is sokd for one third or one half 
less than is asked in grocery stores, 
markets and on fruit stands. 

| The butter and egg problem is one of 
it housewife 
| faces in the winter, and the curb market, 
jthe Camden women hope, is going - to 
ihelp solve this for them, 

| Camden's curb market is directly 
‘under the patronage of the city, Presi- 
dent Heintl haying conéeived the idea 
and the authorities having combined to 
‘make it possible. There is as little red 
tape as possible about the management 
of the market. The license fee for the 
farmer and the produce dealer is $1 a 
‘year, and the only sipulation made is 
that the product must be offered for 
sale by the person who raised it, or, in 
lease it is fish, by the fisherman himself. 
This provision has served to eliminate 
'the middleman and to insure housekeep- 
‘ers goods fresh from the farm and the 
‘ocean. The farmers are delighted with 
ithe opportunity to get clear profits 
themselves, aml the Anglessea and 
Barnegat fishermen who come up with 
their hauls say that business has never 
so brisk.

THE returning immigrant is an important 
factor in the American economic situation. 
In fact, it is a question whether the immi- 
grant who comes and stays, whatever his 
shortcomings may be, is not less of a prob- 
lem for the people of the United States to 
solve than the immigrant who comes and 
goes. Of the 11,000,000 immigrants arriv- 
ing at the port of NewWork alone in the 
last nineteen years, 44 per cent, or, 1n round 
figures, 4,800,000, returned sooner or later to their native lands, 
taking with them, almost invariably, considerable earnings, 1n most 
instances enough, reinforced by their labors at home, to keep them 
in comfort for the remainder of their lives. One year recently— 
1908—presents peculiar illustration in this respect. It may be 
recalled that the last panic was in the previous year. That incident 
in the industrial world not only deterred immigrants from coming 
in the following year, but it created a counter current. In 1908, 
620,000 foreign-born persons sailed away from New York, while 
only 355,000 arrived, showing an actual deficit of 265,000. This 
was extraordinary, but it served to emphasize a fact long known to 
observers of the immigrant flow, namely, that many thousands of 
them are always ready leave the country on the appearance of 
signs of dull times. 

Very different conditions, seemingly, worked to bring about the 
outward flow of last year. As against the 600,000 immigrants arriv- 
ing at Ellis island, 440,000 took passage the other way, leaving the 
net gain for the year only 160,000. The returning immigration 1S 
for the most part of Italians, Hungarians and Slavs. The incursion 
of these has been a matter of comment for several years. It 1s 
known that their coming greatly affects and in many places and in 
many industries greatly depresses the labor market. They come, 
in large proportion, to work in the United States for only a few 
years, to hoard their surplus earnings, and to return home. In the 
meantime, their presence has disturbed the ruling price for labor, 
they have taken the place of those already on the ground and intend- 
ing to stay in the country, and, on top of all this, they take out of the

States in one form or another. 

People who come in this way have no real interest in the country 
or its prosperity or its future. This statement by no means applies

So that when the matter Was brought 
formally betore the international congress of chambers of commerce 
for action at the recent Boston there was practically no 
opposition to formal indorsement of the plan to create an interna- 
tional commission of inquiry. 

With the principle of such an inyestigation admitted, working 
out of details becomes the duty of governments*and of organizations 
of specialists naturally relied upon to furnish trained investigators. 
It was proposed at the Boston conterence that prior to international 
action there might well be more national surveys. Given a 
sufficiently large groupmig of men coming to an international 
congress with definite results based on a national inquiry, then, by 
use of the comparative method, something like an analysis could be 
made of conditions that were found to be local m origin and effect 
and of those that were seen to be universal in their range. 

Public opinion in the Unit Statés, we think, will support 
action by national officials fo bring about an imternational confer- 
ence. Of this fact there cannot be much question. Now that the 
project has had the indorsement of such a representative group of 
foreign traders, Washington officials will teel mpre inclined to take 
the initiative. Some nation must lead if the result desired is to be 


achieved.
